Fraternities— 
Coming  in  Or 
Going  Out?

(AGP) — Fraternities  are  sub¬ 
versive,  says  THE  TULANE 
HULLABALOO,  Tulane  Uni¬ 
versity,  New  Oi'Ieans,  La. 

In  an  editorial,  THE  HULL¬ 
ABALOO  says: 

The  word  “subvert”  comes 
from  the  Latin  root  “subver- 
tere”  moaning  to  turn  upside 
down.  Fraternities  on  the  Tu¬ 
lane  campus  have  turned  the 
tiaith  upside  down  and  show 
the  resulting  distortion  to  en¬ 
tering  freshmen. 

Fraternity  rusnees,  on  arriv¬ 
ing  at  Tulane,  are  shown  a 
subverted  picture  of  the  social 
life  on  campus  and  in  the  city. 
During  tlie  rush  period,  all 
they  see  are  fraternity  men  and 
fraternity  parties.  They  have  no 
opportunity  to  observe  the 
campus  social  life  before  they 
have  to  make  a  decision.  The 
result  is  that  most  rushees  be¬ 
lieve  the  only  social  life  is  a 
fraternity  one.  This  is  not  true. 

As  with  any  sales  company, 
fraternities  do  not  show  the 
defects  of  the  product  to  the 
prospective  buyer.  The  fresh¬ 
man  discovers  the  imperfec¬ 
tions  after  he  has  pledged, 
and  that  is  often  too  late. 

The  solution  to  this  subver¬ 
sion  or  turning  over  of  the  truth 
is  a  second  semester  rush  pro¬ 
gram.  But  that  would  kill  fra¬ 
ternities  on  this  campus.  Fresh¬ 
men  would  realize  the  useless¬ 
ness  of  a  fraternity,  and  few 
would  join.

(ACP)— Much  of  tlie  leader¬ 
ship  on  college  campuses  • 
comes  from  the  ranks  of  the 
Greeks,  according  to  the  NEWS 
RECORD,  University  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

The  NEWS  RECORD  says  in 
an  editorial: 

This  is  because  the  Greeks 
have  a  desire  to  improve  them¬ 
selves  and  their  prestige.  In 
addition,  the  Greeks  are  one 
of  the  few  groups  on  campus 
who  have  the  organization  to 
implement  effective  campus¬ 
wide  programs. 

Charges  of  unfairness,  big¬ 
otry  and  prejudice  are  unfound¬ 


ed.  And  if  a  person  allows  him- 
.self  to  be  upset  and  hurt  be¬ 
cause  of  his  non-acceptance  in¬ 
to  a  fraternity,  it  is  his  fault, 
not  the  fault  of  the  system.

LITTLE  MAN-ON  CAMPUS  |  The  Book  Shelf 


Nobody  Knows  My  Name  by 
James  Baldwin,  Dial  Press, 
241pp.,  $4.50. 

James  Baldwin  is  a  Negro 
and  a  writer,  and  a  person  can 
be  neither  without  realizing  it 
at  all  Bmes.  The  question  T 
am  frequently  asked  about 
this  book  of  essays:  Is  it  about 
integration?  can  have  only  one 
answer.  Since  the  man’s  entire 
life  is  affected  by  this  factor 
of  coloration  to  ignore  it  would 
be  hyprocrisy. 


Baldwin  reveals  an  extreme 
perceptivity  in  his  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  crucial  bases  of  this 
problem  of  the  Negro’s  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  white.  The  first  es¬ 
say  tells  of  his  personal  devel¬ 
opment  toward  himself  to  being 
a  Negro— from  eai-ly  rejection 
of  anything  corresponding  to 
the  whites’  stereotype  of  his 
race  and  physical  escape  to  a 
tolerant  counti-y,  France,  to 
the  unashamed  re-creation  of 
his  early  life  in  his  first  novel. 
Go  Tell  It  in  the  Mountain. 

The  title  refers  to  the  fact 
that  the  white  does  not  know 
the  Negro,  and  Baldwin  goes 
on  to  state  that  until  he  does  he 
cannot  know  himself.  He  must 
first  establish,  examine,  and 
justify  his  relationship  to  the 
Negro  before  the  self-knowl¬ 
edge  that  makes  possible 
achievement  is  realized.  No¬ 
body  Knows  My  Name  enables
